ent two-cent state gasoline tax 
brought in $1,611,000 last 
year, which went to the coun- 
ties for road maintenance, at 
a cost for collection of $9,100. 
A large number of men pres- 
ent spoke in favor of the meas- 
ure, the only adverse talk be- 
ing made by Judge Charles R.
